HEN the average Amer- 
ican business man, phl- 
lanthropist, politician, 
capitalist or what have 
you, gives away $100,- 
000 he is not entirely 
unmindful of the grav- 

ity of the situation. There is the 

statement to be prepared for the press 
and marked with a Monday release 
date. And the fund is generally dedi- 
cated to some very worthy purpose 
which in the end gets the donor's 
name carved in stone or at least en- 
graved in a copper plate. 

But Jeremiah Smith, Jr., lawyer, 
economist and gentleman, of Boston, 


showed an extraordinary lack of 
knowledge of how such things are 
done when, with an amazing non- 
chalance, he got rid of $100,000 by 
waving his hand and uttering four 


words: “Give it to charity.” 

Jeremiah Smith, appointed in 192+ 
by the League of Nations to put Hun- 
gary on its financial feet, refused to 
accept his salary of $100,000 upon the 
satisfactory completion of his task. 
He had called upon Prime Minister 
Bethlen to take his final leaye. The 
prime minister handed Mr. Smith a 
check drawn upon the Hungarian govy- 
ernment for $100,000. And no one 
knew better than Mr. Smith that the 
check was good. 

Mr, Smith smiled, remarking: ‘The 
only compensation I desire for my 
work is the appreciation of the Hun- 
garian people.” 

“But,” protested the prime minister, 
“the vouchers have already been 
made out. We cannot alter the treas- 
ury books.” 

“Give it to charity,” returned the 
Boston lawyer. “Ite-enter it in 
books asa gift from the American peo- 
ple to the people of Hungary.” The 
prime minister was dazed. 


“Again and again it was suggested | 


that he should receive some reward, 
however inadequate,’ declared the 
editor of the leading Hungarian daily, 
“but, no, he preferred to see this sum 
employed upon the financial and in- 
ternal reconstruction of the impover- 
ished Hungary in which he had lived 
and which he had come to love. And 
only now, When Jeremiah Smith, the 
great American financier, is to leave 
Hungary, has the government made 
public the story of his altruism.” 

Failing in its attempt to remunerate 
the American, the government sug- 
gested that he at least accept a dec- 
oration. “If you do that I will never 
forgive you,” he told the prime min- 
ister. “Your friendship and gratitude 
are more precious to me than any 
decoration.” 


And so there is at least one country | 
in Euroye which will never again be- | 


lieve that the American is one whose 


eye is always on the dollar. “This 
man Jeremiah Smith, whose name 
doesn’t fit into poetry or oratory, 


makes us proud of being Americans,” 
said the Fhiladelphia Record. “He 
has added distinction to his country.” 

Jeremiah Smith arrived in Hungary 
in May, 1924, and at once became the 
financial director of the nation. From 
the day he took up the reins of office 
economy became the watchword and 
he emphasized the necessity for this 
stricture by living as a plain everyday 
citizen who had a job that required 
all of his time. Time was money and, 
as it was money he had to deal with, 
Mr, Smith saw to it that the officials 
were kept busy. Within a month 
things had started to hum. Mr. 
Smith’s American methods were show- 
ing results, 

Never before had the Hungarians 
believed it possible that the chaotic 
condition of their country could un- 
dergo such improvement. From Buda- 
pest word soon spread to the country- 
side that the American, named Smith, 
had started the country on the way to 
success, The patriotism of the people 
wus aroused. If an alien commission- 
er general could practice economy for 
the sake of a people he never knew; 
if the league’s “czar’ could work 
many extra hours, why not they them- 
selves? 

Within sixty days Jeremiah Smith, 
Boston lawyer, now commissioner gen- 
eral of Hungary, had won the faith, 
love and devotion of the man in the 
street and the worker in the field. All 
Hungary decided to show their {del 
his confidence was not misplaced and 
they put their shoulder to the bowlder 
that had spelled near ruin for the na- 
tion. The entire country was emulat- 
ing Mr. Smith in his economy, every 
man, woman and child silently pledged 
themselves to aid him in every way 
to save their country. The shops re- 
flected the progress, the fields never 
were better tilled and never before 
had the gratn and other food crops 
responded so munificently. Hungary 
was saved. 

Before the commissioner general ar- 
rived in Budapest the Hungarian bud- 
get had one of the largest deficits in 
Europe. The newly arrived official 
had at his disposal an international 
loan of $55,000,000 which it was hoped

Jeremiah Smith’s first move was to 


halt the printing presses that had been 
turning out worthless money. He saw 
that the Hungarian National bank was 
established. He let it be known that 
the salvation of the nation rested with 
the individual and that if the country 
was to be saved that each must bear 
his burden. He found the national 
treasury lacking in funds and then at 
once increased the tax rate. Only for 
a moment was this levy resented, and 
when this did not bring in the desired 
amount the following month an _ in- 
crease was made in the levy. By 
March, 1925, one month’s pledged rev- 
enues were 60 per cent of the total 
sum required for one year’s seryice of 
the reconstruction loan, 

But in the stabilization of the crown 
Mr. Smith won a big victory and that 
along with the balancing of the budget 
and making a large part of the recon- 
struction loan available for capital in- 
vestment such as rolling stock, irri- 
gation projects and improve- 
ments was a victory for him as well 
as for the Hungarians themselves. For 
in June, 1925, when Hungary was out 
of danger the tax rates began to fall, 
the burden on the people became light- 
er and they with the commissioner 
general had won the fight. Even na- 
ture stepped in the first year of Jere- 
nmiah Smith's admintstration and pro- 
vided the biggest crops in years.

Timber Sound, Though 


Buried for Centuries 
Furniture made from oak used by 
the Romans more than 1,800 years 
ago in the construction of an em- 
bankment for the Thames is shortly 
to be added to the historic treasures 
of the Mansion house, says the Lon- 
don Mail, 

The timber, discovered during exca- 
vations behind King William street, 
BH. C., is in good condition, although 
{t has been buried for centuries. 

It is in the possession of Mr. 
Thomas J. Edwards, a member of the 
London and Middlesex archeological 
society, who, with other experts, is 
satisfied that the find is part of the 
first embankment built by the Ro- 
mans. 

A member of the society said the 
timbered embankment is 83 feet 
north of the Roman wall, probably 
built 200 years later. 

Whole trunks of trees, plied one 
above the others, six deep and locked 
by cross-timbers, were found in such 
good condition that they can still be 
used for almost any purpose. 


Art of Early Americans 

Evidence of the splendor of the 
royal tables in Peru, before the days 
of Columbus, has been found in a 
cup of gold, ten inches high and bear- 
ing a porirait in hammered relief, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine, It 
is believed to have belonged to the 
service of one of the Inca kings and 
is thought to antedate the time of 
the Spanish conquest by 1,000 years 
or more. Like other relics of the pe- 
riod, it shows the high degree of skill 
which these early Americans had at- 
tained in the art of gold-beating. They 
also displayed exceptional skill as 
silversmiths, potters and engineers.

Find Music Beneficial 


in Mental Disorders 

Music has recently been used in 
prison and insane asylums to give 
pleasure to the inmates and to arouse 
a normal community spirit among 


them. The results have been very 
gratifying, according to an article in 
Welfare Magazine. 

Music furnishes a safe emotional 
outlet and has a decided relation to 
human conduct. Persons _ suffering 
from mental disorders behaved sanely 
and normally, some for the first time 
in many years, when {nfluenced by mu- 
sic. No claim is made to cure or im- 
prove abnormal mental conditions by 
music, but great pleasure and: benefit 
may be derived from group singing, 
bands and the like. 

The cost of bringing music to state 
wards is relatively small and it is 
thought that it may be counterbal- 
anced by the amount of property saved 
from destruction when the emotional 
ehergy of certain violent types is given 
an outlet through music.—Hygela. 


Nicaragua Behind Times 

Nicaragua is a ®panish-speaking 
republic, the population of which is 
about 650,000. The people are prin- 
cipally of mixed Spanish and Indian 
race. Agriculture, lumbering and 
mining are the principal sources of 
the national wealth. There is very 
little manufacturing. The climate tis 
largely tropical, and the principal 
agricultural products are bananas, 
coffee and sugar cane, besides some 
grains for home consumption. The 
forests contain mahogany, cedar and 
dye woods, which are largely ex- 
ported to the United States. Nica- 
ragua is to a considerable extent 
mountainous, and there are some 
gold mines, worked by American or 
British companies. 


Science “O. K.’s” Pie 


Pie is not so bad for the digestion. 
Authority no less profound than the 
editors of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association sponsor this idea, 
quoting “food specialists” to back up 
the contention. 

Cake is coming into its own like- 
wise, and bears the stamp of dietary 
approval as a real food. To refute the 
notion that it is “too rich” it is polnted 
out that it has only 25 per cent more 
calories than bread, while a slice of 
the latter spread with butter is almost 
twice as rich in fat as the correspond- 
ing amount of chocolate cake.

Heretofore, blind children had to 
get along as best they could, until 
they reached the Kindergarten age of 
seeing children. There is no special 
provision for the baby blind, although 
the State has one of the finest schools 
in the world for the older blind in 
Berkeley. 

Mrs. Alden, now the best authority 
on the education of the baby blind, 
when interviewed the other day, ex- 
plained that although California has 
no children in the Arthur Home ana 
Kindergarten in Summit, New Jersey, 
she felt that the State would do some- 
thing every soon. 

“T know California,” she remarked, 
“T have had a home in Santa Monica 
for many years. The Legislature will 
not hesitate to pass a Bill, “the club- 
women will bring about very soon.” 

Mrs. Alden is chairman of the De- 
partment of the Blind, in the New 
York State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs also of the New York City Fed- 
eration. In her 20 years care cf 
blind babies she has demonstrated the 
fact that many of them need only a 
chance to make good with the seeing 
child in school. Today, the Sunshtne 
Blind Babies, grown up, are in Gram- 
mar Schools, High Schools, Colleges, 
and Universities, but none of those 
are from California. 

Mrs. Alden urges the Club Women, 
especially, to make a diligent search 
for blind babies in their localities, 


anid report to the State authorities 
each little one found and if reported 
to her she will do all she can to help 
perfect the census, and help in tne 
care of the child until the State has 
time to make proper laws. 


If mothers of blind babies will re- 


port them to Mrs. John Alden, 96 
Fifth avenue, New York City, Blind 
Baby Department, she will give all 
the information she can 
handle the baby and prevent it grow- 
ing up crippled and feeble-minded. 
Mrs. Alden has been in the newspaper 
field for over forty years and has 
given her time gratis for the last 20 
years to the legislation and care of the 
helpless blind baby.

Cereal Every Morning 

“Goodness, I wish I never had to 
eat any more oatmeal as long as I 
live!”  petulant- 
ly exclaimed a 
young hopeful 
at the breakfast 
table, receiving 
in return the 
severe admoni- 
tion that  oat- 
meal was good 
for him—made 
big strong men, 
and that he could 
eat his or. re- 


ceive something 
he would = care 
even less for! 


Yet 


the youngster really was not 
so much to blame as the mother. 
Variety is the spice of a child’s 
life as well as of a grown person’s, 
and to face the same uneventful bowl 
of cereal every morning is to become 
as bored as a young person possibly 
can. It is the home-maker’s job to 
avoid boredom and foster eager. in- 
terest in the members of her family, 
the more thought she gives to 
producing varied and palatable dishes, 
the more popular her meals will be. 
There is no need, as a matter of 
fact, to serve the same cereal every 
morning. In fact, one may have a 
different cereal every day in the week 
and differently prepared each time. 
Oatmeal may be followed by corn- 
flakes, cream of wheat. puffed grains, 
wheatena, bran, porridge, shredded 
wheat. The cereal shelf should hold 
a large variety of breakfast foods, 
and each be drawn upon in turn or as 
the child calls for it. 
Combining cereals 


and fruits, or 


| cereals and eggs, also affords endless 


variety. Dates, fresh apples cut in- 
to small pieces, figs, bits of sliced 
pineapple, bananas, canned pears, 
peaches and cherries, all blend ap- 
petizingly with cereals and a pouring 
of half milk, half cream, Sometimes 
a sort of tutti-frutti combination 


| Makes an appeal to a young child. 


A poached egg, a semi-hard boiled 
egg cut in slices, or a tiny omelette 


| laid on top of the cereal will often 


please a school boy or girl. In fact, 
anything different always commands 
attention, comment, experimentation, 
and a certain amount of extra in- 
terest. <A little brown sugar, instead 
of white, may mark the variety one 
morning. The next morning a spoon- 
ful of clear bright red jelly may top 
the dish. Very often a child's ca- 
pricious appetite can be tempted by 
the mere appearance of a famillar and 
necessary dish. And the same cereal 
two mornings in succession—never! 


The Care of Books 


Many women who take beautiful 
care of their clothing and their kitchen 
utensils, their linen closets and their 
refrigerators, are careless about those 
choicest treasures of the home—the 
We are all apt to stick books 
away in bookcases or on open shelves 
and forget all about them except to 
whisk an occasional duster along the 
fronts of the shelves, 

Books need just as loving care as 
furs, household linens, and fine leather 
shoes, if they are to enjoy long life 


| and keep their shape and their fresh- 


ness. Dust accumulates on book 
shelves almost more quickly than any- 
where else in the house, or at least it 
seems to, perhaps because there are 


| SO many small edges exposed to the 
| sweeping dust particles. 


The light wool or feather duster 
should be used daily, and, at least once 
a month, every book in the house 
should have individual care. Take it 
down, and wipe off the cover and the 
tops and sides of the pages. 
tle-used books have a yellowed edge 


of dust along each page, which could 


be avoided if they were wiped off fre- 
quently. If you have chotce leather: 
bound books in your collection, wheth- 


er sheepskin, calf, or morocco, give 
them a light coating of pure neatsfoot 
oil once a year, to preserve the leather, 

Keep all books out of the direct 
rays of the sun. This dries out the 
glue and tends to loosen the binding, 
and will dismally fade all of the col- 
ored cloth covers. Another way to 
keep books in good condition is to see 
that they stand upright at all times, 
whether between the book ends or on 
the shelves. A book tipped sideways 
gets its covers pushed out of shape 
and tends to come apart. If books 
do not support each other by standing 
close together, a small jJapanned book- 
end may be inserted here and there on 
the shelves. 

The way a new book is opened has 
much to do with its future health. By 
opening a few pages at a time and 
gently pressing them back, the backs 
will not be broken nor will the glue 
and the stitching be strained. A book 
that ie grabbed and cracked open vio- 


lently may be permanently injured. |

Fighting Tree Pests 
There is an easy way to get rid of 
eurculios, which are the pests that 
spoil plums on the trees. These pests 
are almost dormant early in the morn- 


ing, and if the trees are jarred sharp- 
ly most of them will come tumbling 
to the ground. The jarring is done 
readily enough without damage to the 
trees by using a stout pole, one end 
of which is wrapped with burlap or 
old blankets.
